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It Should Be Settled 


1S TIME that philately obtained from the Treasury an 
all-inclusive statement regarding its belief as to which 
revenue stamps, if any, the hobby may collect without 
some officious and imaginative busybody suddenly decid- 
ing their possession was illegal and their possessors crim- 
inals. Ever since stamps began to be used, whether for 
postage or revenue, imaginative officials have made trou- 
ble for the hobby. That by doing so government revenues actually ever 
were protected is debatable. Much of this activity reminds us of the 
congressman who, sincerely alarmed over possession of guns by unlawful 
elements, solemnly proposed a law forbidding private possession-of guns 
in the belief that thereby the practice would be ended. We do not believe 
that forbidding nossession of revenue stamps would deter crooks either. 





For many years Wine Stamps have been collected without interfer- 
ence. Catalogues have listed and priced them, the same as other stamps. 
Collectors and dealers have large numbers in their possession, attracted 
by the large and showy stamps. Wine stamps have probably been the 
most popular of current revenues. Now, overnight, the Internal Revenue 
ovfice would have these stamps destroyed under threat of arrest for their 
possessors. Such a sudden move on their part needs explaining. Have 
federal revenues actually been lost as a result of philatelic activity? 
Or has some one with an imagination decided that they can be lost? 
Theories and actualities are two quite different things, as philately can 
well recall the many years we were forced to omit U. S. stamp illustra- 
tions because Treasury officers managed to paint a highly imaginative 
but convincing picture of the dangers of stamp illustration. 


If we are to accept the revenue office theory that mere possession of 
stamps constitutes a danger to the government since such stamps may 
be reused, then the same theory applies to all stamps, postage and reve- 
nue, currently usable. Postal officials long ago learned that reuse of 
stamps constitutes a small loss, and it is much easier for the criminally 
minded to get away with reuse of a postage stamp than a revenue stamp, 
since the revenue office has a stricter method of issuance of stamps. Not 
anyone can step up and buy revenue stamps. Their purchase is with 
very few exceptions strictly limited. 


We do not personally possess a single Wine stamp; consequently 
suffer no personal loss by the latest edict. But the hobby is entitled to 
know just where it stands in the matter of revenue stamps. Here again 
is a field whereby the national societies might be of service—if they 
would. They could determine if the spirit of laws is being observed, or 
if they are being enforced as whims or nuisances, or interpreted in man- 
ners not intended by those writing them. If Wine stamp collecting has 
been all right for the past 20 years, it follows that it must still be all 
right; or, Internal Revenue officers have been lax in law enforcement 
for the same period. It would be easy to abandon any field of revenues; 
abandon it without argument; but the time has come for clarification on 
a permanent basis of the whole matter.

We auote from Mr. Tiffany’s valuable 
work on United States Stamps: 

‘The postmasters in several places, 
however, undertook to meet the public 
demand by having stamps prepared on 
their own responsibility, paying the ex- 
pense of manufacture themselves, and 
selling them to the public at a sufficient 
advance on the postal rates to cover the 
cost of engraving and printing. 

‘In some cases the matter was brought 
to the attention of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and he saw no objection to the ar- 
rangement; in others the whole affair 
seems to have passed without any atten- 
tion being paid to it by the Depart- 
ment. In fact it was a mere contract 
between the postmaster and the pur- 
chaser of his stamps, that when a letter 
bearing one of his stamps was mailed 
at his office it should be treated as if

than for the statements as printed in the 
article above. 

We can gather from that article that 
Mr. Duffy did learn that these sheets 
had been prepared and sold by the 
Postmaster at Portsmouth, Ohio, for sev- 
en cents each. Five cents of this would 
be for the postage fee and the additional 
two cents would compensate for the 
paper which was equivalent to the en- 
velope or letter sheet of this period and 
would be a reasonable and expected 
charge. 

We might surmise farther with regard 
to these stamps and state that in 1846, 
Portsmouth, Ohio, was a river town of 
considerable prominence and importance 
in this part of the country and on the 
Ohio River where river traffic as a means 
of traffic was of more importance than 
it is today in comparison with other 
forms of our life. At the same time, 
the Ohio Canal entered the river at 
Portsmouth and it is interesting to note 
that the cover addressed to Tarlton, 
Ohio, contains the letter on the other 
side of the sheet and the letter is an 
invoice for a bill of lumber, dated at 
Portsmouth, Ohio, January 19, 1846, 
from Messrs. Gaylord & Co. to Messrs. 
Stouch and Wolfley, Tarlton, Ohio. 

Tarlton, Ohio, is in the Southeast 
corner of Pickaway County, some 50 to 
60 miles south of Columbus, and the 
Canal system that linked the inland 
cities of Ohio, with the Ohio River, went 
near to this town. It is thus most prob- 
able that this letter as well as the lum- 
ber the invoice covers may have trav- 
eled this canal. 

The other cover, unfortunately, is of a 
single sheet, and does not have a letter 
written on the back of it. However, 
there is written on an inner fold, the 
name “D. N. Prossett—17th January— 
1846.” This cover is cancelled on thé 
front, “January 18.” 

As will be seen, this latter cover is 
addressed to the Cashier of a Bank in 
Lexington, Ky.

is only natural that it would be different 
paper, which some might argue would be 
more or less proof that the stamping or 
printing of the stamp design on the 
paper was done by the Postmaster after 
the letters were handed to him at the 
postoffice, yet could you conceive of a 
postmaster having and keeping a huge 
hand press such as must have been used 
in those days, set up and ready to print 
one at a time, a postage stamp indica on 
letters as they were brought to the post- 
office for mailing. 

The difference in the quality of the 
paper is not surprising, for Portsmouth, 
a River Town in 1846, was by no means 
in a position to be choosy about what 
kind of paper was available and they 
were really fortunate in obtaining most 
any kind. 

It would be just natural that if a num- 
ber of these letter sheets were stamped 
and prepared for sale, that various kinds 
and qualities of paper may have been 
used from necessity. It is to be noted 
that both sheets are of actual and prac- 
tically identical size, that both sheets 
when folded up are of substantially the 
same size, probably indicating a uniform 
folding of the sheets which if so could 
only have been done by one who had 
prepared the sheets and folded them all 
alike to a certain size for it is evident 
from an examination of the two sheets 
that the press-printed design of border 
type with the figure “5” in the center, 
has been printed on the sheets while 
they have been in the folded state, since 
the impression of the metal type shows 
on other folds in the sheets. 

This is all logical enough, the post- 
master folded the sheet, then stamped 
his stamp on them and sold them to the 
public who wrote their letters on the 
sheets and refolded and sealed them for 
mailing. Had the sheets been printed 
before they were folded, the stamps 
would not uniformly have been in the 
same approximate like position on both 
sheets.

Almost forgotten in the worldwide wel- 
fare is the struggle by French forces 
headed by General Charles De Gaulle to 
free African French possessions from 
German domination via the Vichy gov- 
ernment. It is now reported that in addi- 
tion to the Free France overprints on 
stamps of French Equatorial Africa the 
stamps of Cameroons have been over- 
printed with inscription “CAMEROUN 
FRANCAIS 27.8.40,” the date being that 
on which these territories joined the De 
Gaulle faction. Apparently the entire cur- 
rent issue ranging from 2c to 20 francs 
have been so overprinted. In addition 
three franc values have been overprinted 
with a surtax for war orphans. The Phi- 
latelic Magazine reports several values 
seen used on cover from Douala and 
that despite care being taken during the 
overprinting, some errors were found. 
Total printing of some denominations 
does not exceed 5,000.

According to a few of these 
dealers there was a total of 300,000 
printed to take care of the Christmas 
post office rush, and smart Bermuda 
dealers made sure that the issue would 
be a sell out by securing all the available 
copies. The so called scarcity now de- 
pends on how many copies were held for 
philately. To date about 10,000 copies 
were sold in this country. 


It is apparent that the Bahamas pro- 
visional is the better of the two. No large 
supplies have appeared in New York. 
However, these same dealers tell me that 
additional printings have been ordered 
to take care of immediate needs.

BRITISH PRECANCELS 


I find that besides the kind of precan- 
cels I described a few weeks back there 
are some other types. The December, 
1937, issue and the November, 1939, issue 
of the BEE carried articles on British 
Precancels. The items described in the 
BEE resembled postal cancellations more 
than precancels the way we know them. 
In fact none of the British precancels re- 
semble either the Canadian or U. S. pre- 
cancels very closely. It seems that since 
most of our foreign stamps are coming 
from London and that the collecting of 
British Isles is more popular now, some 
few collectors are branching out into the 
cancellation possibilities and have dug up 
these precancels. No doubt if enough in- 
terest can be shown a catalog or list will 
be printed similar to the French and 
Belgium editions.
